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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 37-40 and 61 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
application is being allowed pursuant to an appeals conference between Johann 
Richter, SPE 1616, and Sreeni Padmanabhan, SPE 1627, on March 8, 2010. The 
closest prior art Lieb et al. (US 6,451,843) teaches compounds of formula (I) where Y 
may be an optionally substituted heterocyclic group. The present invention is not taught 
by the teachings of the prior art because the claims require that Y is a pyrazolyl or 
benzopyrazolyl and Applicant has demonstrated unexpected results when Y is a 
pyrazolyl. The closest structure disclosed in Lieb et al. is formula (I) where Y is a 
chlorinated phenyl, not a hetaryl. In the declaration filed 12/05/2008, the present 
compound demonstrated a 20% mortality rate in killing aphids, whereas the prior art 
compound demonstrated no effect.
